anti-Japunese  ideolcgies,  regai'dloss  of  their  economic  doctrines  and  of 
their  agreement  or  disagreement  with  the  Soviet  system  and  land  revolu¬ 
tion,  in  order  to  brand  as  traitors  the  leado.s  of  the  Nationalist  “overn- 
uont  >lio  wore  enceavouring  tt  readjust  tha  diplomatic  relations  with  Jopan 
and  to  carry  out  a  struggle  against  thorn. 

The  same  resolution  therefore  rogue sted  thfe  Ccomuaist  Party  members  to 
work  upon  the  various  groups,  troops  and  local  political  I’egiiaes  in  order 
to  organize  them  or  amalgamate  the  exist ing  organizations  for  the  attain¬ 
ment  of  the  above-stated  ends.  Tha  resolution  further  announced  that 
all  the  elements  who  are  unfavourably  treated  under  the  Nationalist  govorn- 
mont  would  bo  treated  v/oll  under  the  Soviet  regime  ard  that  its  policies 
to\/urds  the  wealthy  far.uars  ond  comnurclal  and  industrial  capitalists  would 
be  modified  in  order  that  a  larger  numbu<r  of  people  might  become  raembors 
of  the  Soviet  n::public  and  might  thus  cozitricuto  to  a  vigorous  prosecution 
of  tho  struggle  against  Japan  and  the  Kuomintong  govornmoct.  The  series  of 
such  activities  of  tho  Chinese  Caumunist  Itirty  in  various  regions  resulted 
in  the  aggrandisement  of  tho  Soviet -dcmitiu tod  urea,  the  increase  of  tho 
Gcmmunlst  Party  iiiembors  and  the  reinforcsomont  of  tho  Coiamunist  aruy,  while 
arousing  treuiondous  rcpurcussions  oiuong  the  m-mbors  of  the  Kuomintang 
itorty  and  junior  officers  and  men  of  tho  Nationalist  Array.

ing  against  extornal  forces  haaporing  the  accomplish.iont  of  the  National 
fovolution  and  thot  unity  had  been  realized  on  the  principle  that  a  war 
against  Japan  was  inevitable*  as  against  the  views  that  war  should  bo  • 
advoided*  as  a  moans  of  carrying  on  the  stru;igle  against  Japan. 
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l6»  Tho  Central  Coranittoe  of  the  Chinese  Conmunist  Party  published  a 
*p33olution  ooncorning  the  inmediuto  political  condition  and  duty  of 
tho  Rirty"  on  June  13th,  1936.  It  was  said  in  this  resolution,  that 
since  the  national  salvation  movement  was  started  by  students  in 
helping  on  '‘'ecomber  9th,  1935i  nnti-Japanosc  and  national  solvation 
movement  sprang  up  widely  throughout  the  country  and  that  the  partici¬ 
pants  included  not  only  workers  and  farmers  but  also  students,  soldici's 
as  well  as  those  belonging  to  the  intollcctual  class.  It  also  said  that 
tho  cnti.Japanose  and  anti-Chiang  Kai-shek  united  front  had  been  complet¬ 
ed;  that  the  anti-Japanese  sentimant  ran  so  high  among  the  officers  of 
lower  rank  and  soldiers  of  the  29th  Army  Corps  stationed  in  the  Ifeiping- 
Tiontsin  district  at  that  time  that  they  were  inclined  to  disobey  the 
orders  of  their  superior  officers;  and  that  since  the  declaration  of 
August  1st,  the  advocacy  of  the  Chinese  Conmunist  Ibrty  evoked  an  ardent 
response  from  the  practical  faction  of  the  Army  throughout  tho  country. 

It  further  asserted  that  it  was  Impossible  to  make  a  distinction  between 
an  anti-Japanese  war  and  an  anti-Chiung  war;  that  a  Soviet  Pteople's 
Republic  should  be  established  by  reorganizing  the  Chinese  Conmunist 
Birty;  that  a  National  *'ofense  Government  and  anti-Japone  so  combined 
forces  bo  created;  and  that  in  accordance  with  the  opinion  of  Wang  Ming, 
o  ioember  of  the  party,  to  entiQe  the  muLcnntents  in  tho  Kuomintang  and 
the  National  Army  to  Join  in  the  anti-Joipaneso  united  front  in  opposition 
to  the  intention  of  the  National  Govorni.3ont .
